Why, 
then, is it not wise to use the 


same technique in selecting- a wife 
whom you can't trade in for a new 
model if you find out after you are 
married to her that she doesn't suit 
you after all? 


Personally, I am convinced that 


one of the reasons why marriage is 
so often a failure is because men 
don't take the trouble to search un- 
til they find the kind of wives they 
want. They are poor shoppers in 
marriage and take the first feminine 
thing who tries to sell herself to 
them. They marry the boarding- 
house keeper's daughters, or the 
girls who work at the desk next to 
theirs, or the girls they spend a 
week-end with at a house party, not 
because they are their dream girls, 
but because they happen to^e the 
first girls with whom they ever got 
acquainted.

WDLL IT BE WAR AFTER ELECTION? 


Various rumblings 
and 
muttcrings 


come out of Washington to the effect that 
the government will take certain steps 
toward the battle field. 
The first one 


will be to extend credit to England and 
France. These steps, it is claimed, will 
eventually culminate in a declaration of 
war by America to the extent only, how- 
ever, of throwing our navy into the fray 
which would be of immense assistance 
in shutting off supplies to Germany and 
Russia whether by way of the Arctic, the 
North Sea or the Pacific. 


Perhaps these whispers are only bar- 


bershop gossip. But they are sustained 
by European sources. 


Said the London Daily Telegraph re- 


cently: 


"President Roosevelt promised Amer- 


ica's fullest cooperation in reorganiza- 
tion of international trace. The prom- 
ise is most welcome but it still leaves 
a gaping void. Nevertheless, anyone 
•who compares the President's " last 
message to congress with that of ten 
weeks ago cannot fail to note a strik- 
ing difference in tone. It is the differ- 
ence between 'We are determined nev- 
er to enter this war* ard "We will not 
enter this war unless—' 


"American public opinion is moving 


and with the American president for 
its guide and interpreter one may be 
reasonably confident at its general di- 
rection." 
This English newspaper obviously may 


be trying to sustain the morale of the 
Tfogli'sh people by implying that America, 
led by its coble President, is gradually 
edging toward the battle field. And again 
it may know circumstances that are not 
generally known, or it may be just an 
excellent prophet 


In a subsequent article the same news- 


paper pointed out the parallel between 
the present situation and that of 24 years 
ago, another election year, where the 
Democratic candidate very wisely per- 
mitted that magnificent slogan, "He kept 
us out of war" to work its wonders at the 
November ballot box but shortly after- 
ward moved to Flanders Fields. 


There is another warning to America 


in an article in the Saturday Evening 
Post written by Maurice Walsh from Ire- 
land. Mr. Walsh doesn't want Germany 
to win this war nor is he in the least in- 
sensible to the beauty and fineness of 
English diplomacy. Hear him out: 


"No matter how your President, or 


your Foreign Office, or your press may 
assure you about your neutrality—at 
least about your military neutrality— 
we Irish tell you that England is quiet- 
ly- confident of bringing you in on her 
side, with all your ships, and all your 
bonny fighting men, and all your mon- 
ey besides. The British diplomatic 
corps will do the job neatly, as 
usual ... 


"Here in Ireland we say—'When you 


meet British diplomats, lift the green 
cloth to see the cloven hoof. If you 
see it, carry on. The devil is a straight- 
forward sort of gentleman as compared 
with British diplomacy; you have some 
hope of seeing what he is driving at; 
be of good heart. But if you see no 
cloven hoof then throw up your hands 
and surrender. The game is as good as 
up.' That is our idea of British dip- 
lomacy, and we have had hundreds 
of years experience with it." 
* * * 


But there is a certain tinge of bit- 


terness in this Irishman's writing that is 
illy concealed. And partisanship must he 
carefully measured when paying attention 
to men's opinions. 


On the whole, however, there is much 


more likelihood of America being final- 
ly steered into war with President Roo- 
sevelt at the helm than with Woodrow 
Wilson. For Mr. Roosevelt has practical- 
ly spurned neutrality whereas Mr. Wilson 
kept it faithfully until he had been elect- 
ed for the second term. Moreover, Mr. 
Wilson had indicated a constant desire 
to abide by a promise whereas Mr. Roose- 
velt has indicated as great forgelfulness 
of his promises as even the tyrart at 
Berlin. 


QUESTIONS FOR LABOR 


The open letter to William F. Green of 


the AFL from Westbrook Pegler. colum- 
nist, in which the latter charged that con- 
victed criminals are holding key positions 
in certain labor unions warrants more 
complete answer than has been given yet.

should be roundly condemned.

some 30 applicants. They failed to pass the 
man who had been acting secretary for 
two years, but passed four others. 


Later the employing officers of the 


commission rejected two of the four who 
were approved on the ground that they 
were incompetent and inexperienced. One 
of them, it ought to be emphasized here, 
admitted under questioning that he had 
read the state laws covering utility regu- 
lation the night before the examination. 
Yet he was ranked fourth in a field of 30 
by personnel bureau for the position of 
administrative officer in the state utility 
commission. 


Upshot of the proceeding was a gen- 


eral criticism and ridicule, and then a 
complete about-face by the personnel de- 
partment. Now the expensive procedure 
is to be repeated, and now a written ex- 
amination is to be given, although Mr. 
Opstedal, state personnel chief, publicly 
declared earlier that written examinations 
were impractical and impossible for ad- 
ministrative jobs in regulatory depart- 
ments. 


The whole business strikes us as far- 


cical, and as likely to produce even more 
doubts in the minds of those citizens who 
have wondered lately whether the Wis- 
consin civil service is all that its sponsors 
and administrators claim for it.

That this is a war on civilians and neu-

This part is sup- 
posed to have been kept from fly- 
ing millions of miles away by the 
pull of the earth's gravity, and to 
be revolving about the earth today 
as the moon. 


Men who study the rocks in the 


earth are known as. "geologists." 
They have learned a great deal 
about what the rocks contain in the 
way of bones shells and so on. 


Volcanoes mud and sand have 


played big parts in making certain 
kinds of rock. The fact that the liq- 
uid, 
called "lava" turns into rock 


when it hardens is well known. This 
has happened quite often in mod- 
ern times. Great beds of rock clear- 
ly made from lava, have been found 
in many places where volcanoes are 
believed to have erupted millions of 
years ago.

through the ages, have turned into 
sandstone. Beds of mud. laid down 
by rivers, have turned into shale. 


Shells, and the remains of fish, 


land animals and birds have been 
found in many layers of rock. Often 
the. fish bones were deep down in 
the earth, but they also arc found 
on various mountains and plateaus. 


The earth's crust is known to rise 


and fall. Lowlands become high- 
lands, and highlands sink. It seems 
certain that the bottoms of oceans! 
and seas have risen in hundreds of j 
places; until.they came out as "dry! 
land," and in some cases were push- 
ed up into mountains.

cago. 


"As to this," he said, "it will suf- 


fice to say that not once over a 
period of many years of association 
has any duly accredited represen- 
tative of the University of Chicago 
raised any more questions regard- 
ing the 'honesty' in athletic admin- 
istration than the representatives of 
any other member institution. 


"Let there be no mistake about 


this: Student aids in the form of 
scholarships, loans and campus em- 
ployment haVe been administered 
at the University of Chicago tinder 
precisely the same rules and regu- 
lations under which the other nine 
member institutions have operated." 


Prof. Aigler pointed to Michigan 


as an example of success in ath- 
letics without resort to undesir- 
able practices. 


"Overwhelmingly," he s a i d . 


"Michigan teams are made up of 
men who are not improperly sub- 
sidized. 
Michigan teams, by and 


large, have been good teams." 


Chicago's withdrawal from foot- 


ball, Prof. Aigler said, furnished
